has pans Si re — raw material, 
s0 many machines and so many pairs 
of hands. [Its capacity to fem 
goods is large but physically limited. 
On the other hand, its capacity to 
create money is absolutely unlimited, 

The delicate balance between pro- 
ductive capacity and the purchasing 
power represented by money pro- 
duces the present danger of inflation 
-—the danger of creating more money 
than goods. 

From the utterances of some poli- 
ticians who should know better it 
might be thought that Canada was 
not fully using its productive capa- 
city, its machines and its manpower; 
that somehow an infusion of new 
money into the economic bloodstream 
would increase the output of goods 
and the standard of living 

This assumption is denied by all 
the statistics of the year now closing. 
The natior is preducing at a record 
rate, an almost unbelievable rate. 
Its total output and its average stand- 
ard of living are higher than ever, 
and proportionately higher than 
those of any nation in history, except 
the United States. 

As The Financial. Post. reports 
from Ottawa, the question now facing 


the Canadian Government is an old. 


and simple question—are we attempt- 
ing to uo too much too quickly ard, 
if so, must we pay the usual penalty 
of inflation? In other words, ‘as we 
demand an ever-increasing diitpit of 
both capital and consumer goods, are 
we about to bid up prices when the 
total supply is limited? 

For some months the Canadian 
Government cheerfully denied all 
such dangers. It indicated through 
inspired news stories that the United 
States might face an inflationary 
problem but nothing of the sort was 
in prospect here. 

Of late that view has obviously 
changed. The Bank of Canada has 
been pushing up its interest rate to 
discourage excessive lending by the 
private banks, their loans being the 
main - ingredient of what. is called 
“money.” The private banks are at- 
tempting to restrict their loans. 

Thus guietly but effectively the 
Government and the banking system 
are co-operating to arrest a rapid 
exparcion of the money supply be- 


restraint were not applied earlier. 

A glance at the year-end figures 
reveals the inflationary forces at 
work, ac least since last spring. We 
have produced more goods and ser- 
vices than ever—somethilig over 
$26 billions worth and at the moment 
are producing at the annual rate of 
over $27 billions. 

But even that production failed to 
meet our demands. We consumed far 
more than we produced and supplied 
the deficiency by: importing the goods 
of other nations. Thus, The Post 
says, imports in the third quarter of 
the year were at an annual rate of 
$1.1 billions higher than in the sec- 
ond quarter. For the year as a 
whole it would appear that imports 
met almost half the increase in Ca- 
nadian demand. 

How did we manage to finance a 
consymption greater than our pro- 
duction? We managed it mainly by 
importing capital from the United 
States. American investment conti- 
nued to pour in and thus comfortably 

“ covered.our deficit in trade with our 
neighbors. 

No nation can depend upon that 
situation continuing indefinitely. 
national government can regard it 
as satisfactory in the long run. 

At any raté, all the elements of 
anew inflationary -pressure . are 
present when our total demand for 
goods so greatly exceeds our capacity 
to prodiice them. 

In our huge expansion of industry, 


in the gigantic and growing expendi- | 


tures of all our governments (which 
are simply another demand for 
goods) and in the public’s daily con- 
sumption we may well be trying to 
do too much too quickly. 

If so, the results will appear later 
on in the form of increased prices 
as all purchasers—industry, govern- 
ment and the private consumer—bid 
higher for "ne available supply. 

It was high time, therefore, that 
the nationa! Government should re- 
cognize these dangers and move to 
overcome thenxy by policies of reason- 
able restreint, before it was too late. 
Let us hope that the’ barn has been 
locked before the hofse can escape.

Ah, C'mon Dad, Let Me Run It

| HEN fathers cast about these days 
for the big holiday presents for their 
boys, sooner or later their thoughts turn 
to trains, This is the right year for 
taking notice, too, for fifty-five years ago 
in the year 1900—the first successful 
toy electric train took to the home tracks. 
By a lucky stroke for generations of fans 
of the Iron Horse, the inventor decided 
to make toy trains instead of electric 
flowerpots, 


INVENTOR 

Young Joshua Lionel Cowen, 75 this 
year but scarcely out.of his teens at the 
turn of the century, began to fiddle with 
dry-cell batteries. What to do with a 
battery? Cowen first applied it to a 
flower pot, wired the artificial foliage, hid 
small light bulbs among the petals, and 
produced an illuminated plant for store 
decorations, 

He also encased the dry cell in a metal 
| cylinder, put a light bulb on one end and 
a switch on the other, and made a flash- 
light. 
| And then he remembered a boyhood 
| pastime: building miniature steam en- 
| gines, some equipped with wheels. The 
result was a small car, electrically driven. 
Perfected, it was a precise duplicate of 
the model used by the B. & O. in the 
tunnel between Baltimore and Washing- 
ton. 

He also built a gondola car, followed 
|by passenger trains, freight cars, 
| switches, crossings, semaphores and all 
|the other accessories. Thus began a 
series of improvements such as no toy in 
existence has received—all designed to 
keep the tiny railroads, authentic. 

Today some of these trains are com- 
| pletely operated by remote control. They 
are fantastic to watth and, as for ru 
ning, well, grown men put on engineers’ 
caps (optional equipment) before turn- 
ing on the’ switch. 


REMOTE CONTROL ‘ 

There is a lifelike train whistle built 
into the tender of the locomotive. The 
whistle can be operated anywhere on the 
track while the train is running or stand- 
ing still by pressing a button on the 
control panel. The same controls also 
provide for automatic coupling and un- 
coupling of cars, and the cars in turn 
are functional. 

Among other things, coal cars load 
| and dump coal, lumber cars load and 
| dump lumber, cattle disembark auto- 
matically from a stock car and reenter 
the car through a rear door. A milk car 
has miniature men who pop out of the 
open door and unload milk cans onto a 
ramp. The engine all the while puffs 
rea] smoke through the locomotive's

smoke stack (this is done with smoke 
pellets). F 

To add realism there are bridges, coal 
and lumber elevators, automatic signals 
and, most recently, in the latest modeis, a 
magnetic. process which permits higher 
speeds without derailment. 

To make sure that no errors are made 
in the looks of the toy cars, they areé 
made from the same blueprints as the 
real thing. Rolling stock is painstakingly 
adapted from blueprints furnished by 
various locomotive companies. Many of 
the blueprints are furnished a year be- 
fore the real trains are delivered to the 
railroads. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad's S-2 steam 
turbine locomotive was beaten to the 
tracks by a Lionel Corporation model 
built from the blueprints. There is @ 
very good reason for this emphasis on 
exact scale models. Train fans are al- 
ways looking to catch a mistake—like 
moviegoers, newspaper readers, etc, — 
and woe to the toy train manufacturer 
whose couplings don’t match, 


NOT ALL IN FUN 

The electric trains have been uséd in 
more ways than fun. They carry every- 
thing from radioactive material in atomie 
and medica] research to hamburgers in 
tricky restaurants. During Second World 
War the O.S.S. used these trains to train 
special demolition squads in the most ef- 
fective way of blowing up railroads be 
hind enemy lines. The spy-types used an 
exact raj] system and explosive charges 
in proportion blew up the “enemy” trains. 

The trains have also served to re 
present American manufacture and 
ability at trade fairs around ‘he world. 
The mode] trains are, fifty years after 
the primitive dry cell on wheels of Joshua 
Lionel Cowen, even in the ‘age of the 
airplane and the low-slung sports car 
that go faster, still the boy’s dream toy.

EXAMINATIONS NO HELP 

The other day I saw a sweet little secre- 
tary, with much sorrow in her eyes. She had 
had several costly examinations and a few 
operations that had not helped. Why hadn't 
they helped? Because a long chat with the 
girl brought out the strong probability that 
her aches and pains and partial paralyses 
were all due to the great unhappiness and 
feeling of “what is the use any more?” that 
@ame over her after her husband left her. 

I asked, “How well would you get if the

Why should a physician order more tests 
in such a case? There is no test that will 
reveal a broken and hopeless heart. 

I'll never forget the black-eyed Irish girl 
who came in one day complaining of sleep- 
lessness, a dull headache, a backache, a loss 
of appetite, and some loss of weight. My 
associates had put her through many tests 
that had shown nothing. I asked her, “Have 
you had an overhauling like this before?” and 
she said, “Yes; I have had two.” “Did they 
show anything?” “No.” 

I then asked the girl, “Why is there such 
sadness and hopelessness in your eyes?” She 
said, “My fiance left me two months ago, 
because, for a year, I had kept putting off 
our marriage. But I could not marry him 
because I have to support my parents. My 
father is an alcoholic who brings héme no 
money for my mother, and hence I cannot 
and will not leave her. Because my beau 
cannot. make enough to support four, he left, 
and ever since, I haven't slept; I just lie there 
in the dark and cry.” 


ARTERIOSCLEROSIS 

Many persons ask me, “Can't anything 
be done to cure arteriosclerosis?” And I 
have to reply that I do not know of any very 
hopeful treatment. I certainly do not know 
of any treatment that can open up and make 
serviceable again arteries that have been 
closed by the disease. What is said is that 
when a little artery plugs up in the heart 
or brain, the bit of important tissue originally 
supplied with blood by that vessel is likely to 
die; and once dead, and turned into a scar, 
it can never be built back again 

At best, tissues about the scar will take 
over some of the work formerly done by the 
bit of tissue that died. In some cases it seems 
to help patients to give them a preparation 
of iodine, or it helps for six months or so to 
give some thyroid substance. Right after the 
plugging-up of an artery, it may help to give 
a drug which somewhat inhibits clotting. It 
may help for a few days right after the shock 
to give some cortisone; and later, if the 
patient is stout, it may help to reduce weight. 
It may help much to stop heavy smoking.

One of the worst leads that you can’ make against @ 
slam cortract is a trump. This seldom costs you a trick 
directly, but it usually serves to turn control of the hand 
over to declarer. In most slam contracts, declarer wel. 
comes the opportunity 
to take control of the 
hand at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

In today’s hand, West

order to save dummy’'s ace for a later occasion. South 
then cashed dummy’'s top diamonds, ruffed a diamond, 
and got back to dummy with the ace of clubs in order 
to cash the last diamond. This gave him his twelfth 
trick, allowing him to fulfill the slam contract. 

West could have defeated the slam if he had made 
a more enterprising opening lead. A heart opening 
would have forced ot declarer’s ace at once, When 
South eventually gave up a diamond trick, the opponents 
would bé able to cash their hearts. 

Even a club opening lead would have worked out 
better for the defenders. South would win the first trick 
with the Ring of clubs, to be sure, but East would get 
the chance to force out dummy’s ace of clubs before the 
diamonds had been established. This would defeat the 
slam. In generai, a good rule to remember is that a 
trump lead is desirable against a slam only when the 
bidding makes it clear that declarer means to ruff exten- 
sively in the dummy. >
